The  owner  of  the 
barge,  Michele,  a  man  in  his  50' s,  and  his  wife 
Giorgetta,  about  25,  live  in  the  cabin  of  the  barge. 
Several  stevedores  help  in  loading  and  unloading  the 
barge.   One  of  them,  Talpa,  is  a  tired,  aging  man  who 
is  married  to  Frugola,  a  rag-picker.  Another,  Tinea, 
drinks  to  forget  his  personal  disappointments.  A 
third,  the  young  Luigi,  has  secretly  become  Giorgetta' s 
lover. 

The  plot  of  the  opera  is  verj"-  simple.  The  previous 
year  Giorgetta  and  Michele  had  lost  an  infant  child. 
Michele,  aware  that  his  wife  has  drifted  away  from  him 
since  that  time,  is  still  hopeful  of  regaining  her  love, 
and  keeps  a  careful  watch  on  her  and  on  the  workers.  His 
suspicions  will  find  a  sudden  confirmation  and  bring 
along  the  end  of  the  opera. 

II  Tabarro  (the  cloak)  is  the 
large  garment  in  which  Michc;le  and  his  young  wife  used  to 
wrap  themselves  when,  at  the  time  of  their  love's  happi- 
ness, they  enjoyed  the  cool  evenings  of  spring  on  the 
deck  of  their  barge.  The  cloak  symbolizes  the  lost 
intimacy  of  their  love.

SYNOPSIS  OF  THE  PLOT 
ACT  I 

SCENE  I:  VSTiile  his  servant  Leporello  is  watching  outside  the  house  of  Don  Pedro, 
Don  Giovanni,  a  licentious  man,  has  entered  the  room  of  Donna  Anna.  She  has 
resisted  him  and  when  her  father,  alerted  by  the  noise,  challenges  him,  Don 
Giovanni  kills  him.  Donna  Anna  returns  with  her  fiance  Don  Ottavio  to  aid  her 
father.  When  they  find  Don  Pedro  dead,  they  swear  vengeance  on  his  murderer. 

SCENE  II:  Another  part  of  Sevilla.  Donna  EUvira,  to  whom  Don  Giovanni  had 
promised  marriage,  sings  of  her  sorrow,  only  to  be  mocked  by  the  Don  and  sub- 
mitted to  a  reading  by  Leporello  of  the  list  of  Giovanni's  mistresses.  A  group  of 
peasants  are  celebrating  the  wedding  of  their  friends  Masetto  and  Zerlina.  Don 
Giovanni  enters,  and  enchanted  by  Zerlina,  orders  Leporello  to  take  away  ever>one 
else,  including  Masetto,  who  protests.  Donna  ElWra  enters  as  the  Don  is  making 
progress  with  Zerlina  and  denounces  him  as  a  seducer.  Donna  Anna  and  Don  Ottavio 
also  appear,  and  although  Giovanni  is  able  to  silence  Donna  Elvira's  denunciations 
and  to  escape,  he  arouses  the  suspicion  of  Donna  Anna.  She  recognizes  him  by  his 
voice  and  renews  her  vows  of  vengeance,  to  which  Don  Otta\-io  adds  his  in  the  aria 
"II  mio  tesoro."  Meanwhile,  Don  Giovanni  has  made  plans  to  give  a  party  in  his 
house  ("Champagne  Aria").  Again  reunited  with  Zerlina,  Masetto  accuses  her  of 
misconduct,  but  the  shrewd  girl  manages  to  regain  his  favor.  Hearing  Giovanni's 
voice,  Masetto  hides.  The  Don  tries  again  to  win  Zerlina,  ending  by  inviting  the  two 
young  peasants  to  his  party.  In  the  meantime.  Donna  Elvira  has  joined  forces  with 
Donna   Anna   and   Don   Ottavio.   Masked,   the   three   also   enter  Giovanni's   house. 

SCENE  III:  While  the  two  noble  ladies  and  Don  Ottavio  stay  in  the  background 
and  Leporello  keeps  Masetto  busy,  Don  Giovanni  takes  care  of  Zerlina  and  leads  her 
to  a  separate  room.  When  she  cries  for  help,  Don  Giovanni  pretends  that  Leporello 
is  the  guilty  one.  The  guests  realize  the  truth  and  Giovanni  finds  himself  surrounded 
by  a  menacing  group. 

ACT  II 

SCENE  I:  Having  bought  anew  the  services  of  his  reluctant  servant,  Don  Giovanni 
persuades  Leporello  to  impersonate  him  under  Donna  Elvira's  window.  The  woman 
believes  that  Don  Giovanni  is  repentant  and  follows  the  impersonator  out  of  the 
house.  Left  alone,  Don  Giovanni  sings  an  enticing  serenade  to  the  chambermaid  of 
Donna  Elvira.  He  is  interrupted  by  Masetto  and  a  group  of  peasants  intent  on  finding 
the  Don  and  punishing  him.  As  he  had  changed  clothes  with  his  servant,  Giovanni 
convinces  Masetto  that  he  is  Leporello  and  rrvonec-  himself  on  the  naive  youngster. 
Zerlina  discovers  and  comforts  her  bruised  bridegroom.  In  the  growing  darkness, 
Leporello  tries  to  escape  Donna  Elvira,  hut  finds  himself  surrounded  by  Don  Otta\-io, 
Donna  Anna,  Masetto,  and  Zerlina,  all  looking  for  the  Don.  Fearing  for  his  life, 
Leporello  reveals  his  identity  and  flees. 

SCENE  II:  Running  away  from  other  pursuers.  Don  Giovanni  has  found  a  refuge 
in  a  cemetery  where  Leporello  rejoins  him.  Upon  the  discovery  that  the  mausoleum 
of  the  murdered  Don  Pedro  stands  nearby,  Giovanni  forces  Leporello  to  invite  the 
statue  to  dinner.  The  statue  accepts. 

SCENE  III:  In  high  spirits,  Don  Giovanni  dines  at  home,  but  is  interrupted  by 
Donna  Elvira  making  a  last  plea  for  his  reformation.  Soon  after,  the  statue  of  Don 
Pedro  honors  the  Don's  invitation.
